one made without bread dcugh in its 
day, was called the nun't cake. Il is 
taid lo havo-originated in Whilby Ab- 


bey, from Hilda, the greatest of the 
abbcsscES, and was carefully cherished 
and handed down as a heritage from 
generation, to generation. Its prepara- 
tion was*filmost a ritual and is bas3d 
almost entirely on the method of beat- 
ing. 
And such beating! 
The original 


recipe calls for beating of four pound's 
of butler, 35 eggs, and then again wPi 
rose water or orange flower water; all 
lold, Ihe beating process consumed 
two hours! The modern recipe for 
this nun's cake has bocn simplified 
from the cumbersome opcupaticn of 
hundreds of years ago to one cup of 
butler, the yolk of five eggs and 
whites of Iwo eggs, and as Mrs. Staf- 
ford will demonstrate, is just as de- 
lieicus. 


The early American cakfs were

Refugee camps arc 
being established at Breaux Bridge, 
St. Martinville and Parks, all in St. 
Martin parish. 


Trucks volunteered by farmers are 


evacuating the flood threatened area. 
Levee engineers estimated' that several 
thousand acres of land will bs flood- 
ed by the crevasse which opened un- 
der pressure of wind whipped water.

Taxes Drive Germans 


to Water Wagon Seats 


BERLIN.—(/P)—High taxes on beer, 


whisky and sparkling wines are driv- 
ing Germany steadily toward the wat- 
er wagon. 


Showing a drop in three years of 


roughly 50 per cent, last year's figures 
indicate 8,000,000 bottles of cham- 
pagne were consumed in Germany, or 
a bit less than one glass per capita. 
The 1928 figures were 16,3(S),000 bottles. 


The cheaper wines, 'retailing at from 


2 cents to 75 cents a bottle, also show 
a decrease in consumption as do whis- 
ky and beer. Economists emphasize 
the losses in revnue producing taxes.

he favored abolition of the federal 
i'arm board. He advocated loans to 
farmers in interest rates not to exceed 
five per cent. 


He said he favored the restoration 


of bimetallism, not by any fixed ratio 
of congress, but on a basis established 
by the leading bimetallic nations of 
the world. 


"I believe the gold standard is the 


Iliad of all of our woes," he said, ''The 
Pandora's box out of which have pro- 
ceded the ills that have caused agri- 
culture to rot, banks to break, fac- 
tories to close and tramps to march." 


Dr. Brough said he favored reten- 


tion of the eighteenth amendment, and 
the strict enforcement of prohibition 
laws. 
On the subject 
of conservation of 


natural resources, he said he 'would 
vote "against the confirmation of any 
appointee of the president whose past 
record shows he is hostile or even 
auiescent with reference to the proper 
development of our natural resourc- 
es." 


As for measures seeking to relieve 


unemployment and restoring business 
to a profitable basis, Dr. Brough said 
he favored first 
the 
repeal of the 


Hawley-Smoot tariff law. He advo- 
cated extension of federal aid to the 
rural schools, free distribution of sur- 
plus wheat to the unemployed, speed- 
ing up of construction work, and con- 
tinuance of any agency found to be 
promoting prosperity. 


He said he believed the federal 


government should continue to ap» 
propriate for aid to states in road 
building, and that the 
landowners 


within levee and drainage districts 
should receive aid. 


Liberalization of the federal reserve 


rules through the Glass-Steagala bill 
also received his endorsement. 


If the reconstruction finance cor* 


poration is retained, he said he fav-- 
ored a more 
liberal allocation of 


funds for loans to farmers. 


Abolition of the "yellow dog" labor 


contract, and the placing of restraint 
on federal injunctions in labor dis- 
putes were advocated. 


Immediate payment of adjusted ser- 


vice certificates to World war vet- 
erans was advocated by Dr. Brough, 
as well as continuance of veterans re- 
lief and hospitalization.

Only a few more optimistic growers 
think that a small portion o£ the buds 
and blooms escaped' the severe freeze, 
which was aided by the moisture of a 
thaw which followed Monday night's 
free"ze. The final story of the destruc- 
tion can not be- told until after the 
present blanket of ice has melted. 


First beliefs concerning Monday 


night's freeze were that it had done 
little harm, but these were corrected 
when a survey Tuesday afternoon 
showed a total destruction of blooms 
and damage to buds indicating a mor- 
tality of 50 to fa per cent. 


The weather warmed a little Tues- 


day afternoon, causing moisture to 
gather on the remaining buds, and 
Wednesday night's freeze, 
severest 


since the cold wave reached the or- 
chards Saturday, blighted them. 


The temperature in Texarkana was 


15 degrees at 7 a. m., having dropped 
from 22 degrees at 6 p. m. Tuesday. 


Tlie severe cold placed the first ice 


bridge of the winter across Niagara 
Falls. It didn't last long, going out 
about 11 hours after it formed.
